Redeemer College Restructures Administration 


In July of 1986 the Board of Gover- 
nors of Redeemer College adopted a two- 
division structure of administration: the 
Academic Division and the Administra- 
tion and Finance Division. 

Dr. Justin D. Cooper was appointed 
Vice-President (Academic) and Dr. Dick 
L. Kranendonk, formerly Business Direc- 
tor of the College, received the position 
of Vice-President (Administration and 
Finance). William Smouter, formerly the 
Associate Business Director, is now 
Business Director. 

As Associate Dean prior to the appoint- 
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ment, Dr. Cooper was responsible for 
curriculum and academic program de- 
velopment, and he was Associate Pro- 
fessor of Political Science. He will con- 
tinue to teach in addition to his adminis- 
trative responsibilities. Dr. Cooper has 
been associated with the College since its 
incorporation in 1980. At that time, he 
held the position of Executive Director of 


the Ontario Christian College Associa- 
tion, which was organized in 1976. The 


Association’s primary purpose was the 
establishment of a Reformed Christian 
College in Ontario.

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The years seem to pass so quickly. It 
seems like just yesterday Redeemer Col- 
lege opened its doors. Now, four years 
later, the College has its first graduating 
class. 

Our supporting community may very 
well wonder what these graduate stu- 
dents are now doing. 

The 1985 graduating class, forty-one 
strong, have gone in many different direc- 
tions. A few students, four in total, re- 
turned to Redeemer College for a fifth 
year of study. Forty-five percent of the

graduates went on to Calvin College in 
Grand Rapids, Michigan. The majority of 
these students are working toward their 
teaching degree and hope to return to 
teach in Ontario Christian schools. Calvin 
Seminary will also be educating some of 
our graduates over the next few years. 
A handful of Redeemer College gra- 
duates are working on their masters de- 
grees at other Canadian Universities 
such as McMaster University in Hamil- 
ton, Brock University in St. Catharines, 
and Queens University in Kingston,

Of course, there are also graduates 
who have found placement in the work 
force. Three graduates have been hired 
by Redeemer College to work in the 
Student Services, Recruitment and 
Community Relations departments. Two 
other graduates have found employment 
outside the College in the field of business. 

We pray that God will continue to 
guide and bless the first graduating class 
of Redeemer College as they seek to do 
His will in so many different ways. 





Campus Use by 
Off-Campus Groups 


The College has been blessed with a 
magnificent building that is designed 
primarily for educational use. However, 
the campus is also ideally suited for 
special events. 


The bright, functional cafeteria, the 
double gymnasium and accoustically- 
sensitive chapel/auditorium are well 
suited for conferences, retreats, drama 
performances, music concerts and ban- 
quets. Furthermore, the beautiful grounds, 
recreation centre and residences can 
also be utilized in the summer for num- 
erous events. 


For this reason, the College would 
like to reach out to the supporting com- 
munity and offer the use of its facility 
and services. 


Needless to say, Redeemer College as 
a Christian institution cannot grant use 
of the campus to any organization indis- 
criminately. As a Christian College, it 


must take care that all activities taking 
place are not in conflict with the overall 
purpose of the College. 


With this in mind, some guidelines 
have been developed which we hope will 
assist both the College and the com- 
munity in this matter. 


1. Cultural and educational events which 
do not conflict with the Institutional 
Purpose of the College are encour- 
aged. 


2. Any church or Christian organization 
which intends to worship and admin- 
ister sacraments on campus may do 
so only if such events are supervised 
in accordance with the rules and 
regulations of the sponsoring church 
or denomination to which the organi- 
zers belong. 


3. Events sponsored by non-Christian 
groups which the College deems to be 


ecclesiastical in nature will not be 
permitted. 


4. The consumption of alcoholic bever- 
ages and smoking are prohibited on 
Campus. 


5. All activities and events on campus 
must be in compliance with municipal, 
provincial and federal laws. 


6. Rental use of the campus by associa- 
tions and organizations in no way im- 
plies endorsement by the College of 
either the association or organization, 
or of the events or activities conducted 
in the rented facilities.

Enrolment statistics for 1986 are complete. The 
Registrar's Office reports that 275 full-time students 
completed registration for the fall term. This re- 
presents a twelve percent increase from 1985 

We thank God for continuing to favour us with an 
increase in enrolment. This year, for the first time, we 
have a graduating class. For this reason, a 12% rise in 
student enrolmentis a significant increase. According 
to the Registrar, Cornelis Kors, “The fact that we show 
an overall increase is the real measure of growth, that 
as well as the retention rate for returning students, 
which is up from last year.”

The thermometer depicts the steady progress we are 
making in the funding of the new campus we now occupy. We 
are very thankful for this, but also mindful of the diminished 


results in outright donations since the turn of the year. This 


has already caused borrowings to be at a higher level than 
planned which in turn resulted in higher interest charges. 
This, combined with the adverse financial impact of two 
strikes during the construction period, and a few unexpected 
expenditures, has virtually eroded the amount by which we 
hoped to complete the project under budget announced last 
April. On the other hand, we really appreciate the support we 
have received by way of loans and the purchase of bonds, 
directly or via R.R.5.P accounts: this segment of the ther- 
mometer exceeds a realistically aggressive plan by nearly 
$450,000 on a calendar year to date basis. We much prefer to 
have the bulk of the fianancing in the hands of our supporting 
community, You will note we have a long way to go before we 
have replaced the bank loans! At the same time we must focus 
on the donations. We have planned and begun our 100 local 
community drives. We ask for your generous cooperation 
once again when the canvasser knocks on your door on behalf 
of Redeemer College.
